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Now Is the Time 
‘To Seize Initiative’ 


Events of the past few days have 
given foreign policy experts their usual 
field day in trying to guess what the Rus- 
sians are up to. As usual, nobody really 
knows except a few men in the Kremlin. 

President Eisenhower and Secretary 
Dulles are hopeful but they, as other 
Western leaders, are keeping their fingers 
crossed as a result of signs that at least a 
truce in the cold war may be in the 
making. 

With our past justifying 
extreme caution in any dealings with Mos- 
cow, it is obvious that the greatest states- 
manship of the decade is called for. It is 
not enough for the United States to as- 
sume the negative. At the coming Big Four 
Conference this country must present 
some plans and formulas of its own—'"'to 
seize the initiative’ for peace about which 
we've talked for so long. 

The Reds are maneuvering apparently 
to split West Germany and Italy away 
from the Western alliance and to create 
a buffer zone of neutral states extending 
across the European continent from the 
Arctic to the Adriatic. 

The Kremlin could consider it a great 
victory to sacrifice Communist-held East 
Germany for a unified neutral Germany. 
If it could also split Italy from the West, 
as its threats to that country indicate it 
hopes to do, the Western alliance would 
soon fall apart at the seams. 

Having thus “‘neutralized” Europe, the 
drive to communize Asia could begin in 
earnest and the long-range Russian ob- 
jective of isolating the United States 
would be nearer achievement. 

Georgia’s Sen. George, recognized now 
as the most powerful voice in foreign af- 
fairs in Washington, Monday vetoed the 
idea of bargaining for a “neutral” Ger- 
many. This was seconded yesterday by 
Secretary Dulles. They think, as do many 
other diplomatic observers, that now is 
the time to bargain with but not to 
appease the Russians. 

“We must take a positive attitude,” 
Sen. George is quoted as saying. “I have a 
strong hope that if we approach the high- 
level meeting in that spirit and reject the 
thought of appeasement, the results will 
be good. Of course, we can’t remake the 
world overnight, but we can set a course 
to lead us out of the present tensions.” 

That is the only sensible course that 
President Eisenhower and _ Secretary 
Dulles can follow.

Weather, Fortunately, 
Still Can Surprise Us. 


The weather has been even less pre- 
dictable than usual lately. In the Midwest 
dust bowls have been drowned in flood 
waters. In this section spring freshets 
have been old-fashioned, pre-drought, 
trash-movers and gully-washers. 

The weather has been full of surprises 
this spring despite advances in meteor- 
ology and the science of long-range fore- 
casting. Study of the weather has fasci- 
nated man since the beginning of time, 
and rare is the human who won't chance 
some kind of advance weather prediction, 
even if based only on the thickness of the 
season’s corn shucks. 


It is with regret that we receive the 
news from the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington that a research associate there 
believes weather can be forecast 60 years 
in advance. Fortunately, there are contin- 
gencies that probably will prevent this. 
One is the cessation of atom bomb explo- 
sions, obviously something that is too good 
to come true. Another is the absence of 
volcanic eruptions. These two contingen- 
cies presume a man-made and natural 
peace that we are not likely to witness this 
side of the millenium. 

Perhaps it is for the best that we can't 
be certain about the weather from week to 
week. Life is becoming so standardized 
and so statistically predictable, that the 
element of surprise is in danger of being 
eliminated. And a life without surprises, 
whether good or bad, would be a dull life.

Sport of Tax Dodging 
Can Be Very Dangerous 


It looks like a ‘bad year for tax dodgers, 
whether it is local governments or the fed- 
eral that they are attempting to defraud. 

Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. has 
announced that Washington will be very 
tough with anybody who tries to short 
change the Federal Government. Mr. 
Brownell said that the usual sharp eye 
will be kept on racketeers and gamblers 
who are more or less expected to falsify 
their returns, and an equally sharp watch 
on otherwise substantial citizens who 
think cheating on taxes is fun. 

The attorney general pointed out that 
business and professional men were just as 
guilty of tax dodging as professional law 
breakers, and warned them to play it 
pos 


In Atlanta and Fulton County, tax of- 


ficials are checking their books back many 
vears in an effort to collect all that is due 
the two governments. Many citizens who 
are afraid of the Federal Government and 
pay up faithfully there, think they can 
get away with murder on the state, coun- 
ty and city level, and sometimes they do. 

Politics this year has been almost en- 
tirely a discussion of the need for addi- 
tional revenue and the best means of rais- 
ing it More efficient collection proce- 
dures, and a more honest approach by the 
taxpayers would make up part of these 
anticipated deficits. 

The American system of tax collecting 
voluntary otherwise, and

state. Cheating on taxes, unfortunately, 
is regarded as more of a sport than a 
crime by many, a point of view that 


can wreck the whole system if allowed to 
become widespread. 


The Fifth Amendment 
Protects Rights of All 


In a sense it is regrettable the Supreme 
Court decision upholding the rights of wit- 
nesses under the Fifth Amendments 
guarantee against compulsory § self-in- 
crimination came on an appeal from Com- 
munists. It will set off the clamor of the 
mob, especially that of Sen. McCarthy's 
claque which openly urged abolition or 
abridgement of the amendment in ques- 
Lion. 

But. no thoughtful citizen will fail to 
hail the decision as proper and, indeed, 
almost necessary In a time when so many 
persons seem eager to destroy individual 
rights 

The 


clear. 


decision is wonderfully 
It's logic is plain and convincing to 
the layman. The congressional committee 
did not obey the mandate of the Consti- 
tution. It still may hold the men involved 
for contempt. But to do so it must follow 
the constitutional provisions. 

The court has in no sense at all pro- 
tected “Reds.” It has reminded the Con- 
gress of what rights a witness has. It 
noted the witness must have it made clear 
to him he is in danger of prosecution if he 
fails to answer. This the congressional 
committee had not done in the case of the 
Communists and fellow travelers before it. 

No person who thinks twice would 
wish to disturb the Fifth Amendment. In 
order that we may be sure of that let us 
reread it. Here it is.

‘“‘No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime unless 
on a presentment or indictment of a Grand 
Jury, except in cases arising in the land or 
naval forces, or in the militia, when in actua! 
service in time of war or public danger; nor 
shall any person be subject for the same of- 
fense to be twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself, nor be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, without

Does any American wish to abandon 
that? 

The witless have allowed Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy, with his charges of “Fifth Amend- 
ment Cammunists,’ to make the amend- 
ment appear somehow reprehensible. It 
grew, of course, out of our early history 
when the English forced men and women 
to testify against themselves. It is a fine, 
necessary amendment. The court has acted 
forthrightly and logically.

Tyus, Ordinary P. H. Herring, Clerk of the 
Court W. T. Crawford, Tax Receiver W. R. 
Wynn, Tax Collector R. W. Ponder, Treas- 
urer M. G. McManus, Surveyor D. A. Jones, 
Coroner E.. G. Harrell, School Commissioner 
J. B. Wight and Representative R. R. Ter- 
rell.”’ 

Henry W. Grady was not merely a 
great editor. He was very much a perso- 
nality. Such was the power and warmth of 
this personality that 1t truly could be said 
of him that he was, at the time of his 
early death from pneumonia, literally 
“loving the nation into peace.’ He was, 
in his era, a one-man chamber of com- 
merce,:;bringing industry to the state. He 
was able to translate his own vision and 
strength into vision and strength for his 
State and region.

Since 1948 the principal instru- 
ment of this purpose has been the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. 

This effort. it seems to us, is 
unexceptionable. The broad pur- 
pose of the Reciprocal Trade Act 
is healthy and we have no quarrel, 
in principle, with the G.A.T.T. ap- 
proach to it, which is mainly get- 
ting a lot of nations together for 
tariff negotiations. Now, however, 
the administration wants Congress 
to give it authority to join an Or- 
ganization for Trade Cooperation. 
This would formalize G.A.T.T. and 
establish a permanent staff and a 
director to administer it. 

The request to authorize mem- 
bership in O.T.C. raises some se- 
rious questions. Is it necessary for 
the purposes of the Trade Act and 
G.A.T.T? Evidently not. G.A.T.T. 
has functioned these seven years, 
and O.T.C. would confer no pow- 
ers not already enjoyed by nation- 
al representatives meeting at 
G.A.T.T. conferences.

This flexibility also applies to 
the rules which the G.A.T.T. na- 
tions trv. to draw: up for them- 
selves. Because of conflicting na- 
tional interests, these rules are 
full of exceptions. The United 
States got, at the last G.A.T.T. 
meeting, a waiver permitting it to

Solemnize G.A.T.T. through Con- 
gressional approval of O.T.C., how- 
ever, and you get a different em- 
phasis, if not something more. It 
is much more difficult to withdraw 
from a formal international bu- 
reaucracy than it is to give up a 
machine which is merely one ma- 
chine among others. 

It is also more difficult in that 
situation to disregard G.A.T.T. 
rules which may conflict with do- 
mestic statutes. We do not happen 
to admire the farm price support 
legislation, but we very much ad- 
mire the right of Congress to pass 
such laws as the Constitution per- 
mits and it sees fit. 

Now it is true that Congress has 
delegated limited tariff and trade 
powers to the Executive through 
the Reciprocal Trade Act. But for 
Congress to authorize O.T.C would 
be to put up one more fence be- 
tween Congress and its control of 
trade policy. Perhaps the practical 
results would not be important. 
But they could be far-reaching. 

We should, indeed, continue to 
work for freer international trade 
through the present machinery of 
G.A.T.T. or however seems best 
within the meaning of the Trade 
Act. But we should not kid our- 
selves that the goal is advanced by 
joining one more global bureauc- 
racy. And we should be very chary 
of sacrificing, in our pursuit of 


‘freedom of trade, our freedom of 


action.

‘Big Fellows’ Speak 
With Much Power 


WASHINGTON —Is there something wrong about 
the. picture that is beginning to take shape in the 
first session of the Democratic 84th Congress? 


What, when this Congress 
opened in January, was the most 
pressing domestic issue”? 

Few, perhaps, would disput» 
that it was schools. New school 
buildings are so desperately need- 
ed. Democrats, assuming manage- 
ment of Congress, had a wonder- 
ful opportunity here. In the pre- 
vious two years, President Eisen- 
hower had talked — but his party 
did not follow through. 

Six months have gone — and 
Democrats are just as muddled.

It was the bill to 
exempt natural: gas producers 
from regulation by the Federal 
Power Commission, which the Su- 
preme Court had held was the 
function of the FPC under the 1938 
Natural Gas Act.

Even now he may be saying to 
you as Caleb said to the Children 
of Israel about the Promised Lana, 
‘Let us go up at once and possess 
it; for we are well able to over- 
come it." (Numbers 13:30).

The Fulton County Welfare 
Board Tuesday reinstated two 
welfare services which it chopped 
off its budget earlier in the year 
to curtail expenses. 

The board extended through 
Sept. 1 the services of a physician 
to examine applicants for gen- 
eral assistance. The board previ- 
ously voted to end the physician's 
employment July 1. 


Also reinstated an educa- 
tional program for children 16 to 
18 years of age who are under 
care of the Welfare Departments

Children’s Division. Welfare Ad- 
ministrator Wellborn Ellis said 
the program costs the agency 
about $800 per month 

Under this program, children of 
this age group are permitted to 


complete their high school educa- 


tion. The board voted to extend 
this program through this year. 

The board called for reinstate- 
ment of the physician's employ 
ment pending a reply from the 
Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority 
on whether it can supply the 


service now being handled by the 
physician. Welfare officials long 
have insisted that examination olf 
welfare applicants was the duty 
of Grady Hospital 

Grady officials, however, have 
told welfare officials the hospital 
was unable to make the examina- 
tions.

Mincey, leading driver on 
Southern Racing Enterprises’ 
limited modified stock car cir- 
cuit, smiled, then added: 


“If a man wants to clown 
around, there are plenty of race 
tracks. That way, they don’t 
get into trouble with the police 
and don’t break any traffic 
laws,”’

Dr. Murphy said only two of 
the Georgia polio cases are chil- 
dren who were given the Salk 
vaccine. 

One child, vaccinated on April 
20, was reported to have a sus- 
pected case of polio on May 15 


However, Dr. Murphy said the 
disease later was diagnosed as 
a type of meningitis which has 


early symptoms similar to polio.

The two solemn youngsters had

that iined the huge bus 

‘Sure glad you came,” he told 
the bookmobile driver. ‘I’ve al- 
ready read through that iast 
batca of books three-four times

Miss Lucile Nix, chief library 
consultant for the State Depart- 
ment of Education, smiles when 
she remembers that incident. 

‘*‘Those youngsters had to walk 
a mile and a half down a dirt 
road to meet the bookmobile,”’ 
recalled. 

The boy and girl—and more ur- 
han readers who need go no fur- 
ther than their town’s city hall or 
their suburban shopping center 
to’ find one—share a warm feeling 
for “four bookmobile.”
